Now whatfoener is 
within the copaſs of created thinges, 
that alſo is a creature of thyne, O 
thou , one Trinity , and three in 
Vnity , thou God, whoſe Omnipo- 
rency poſlefleth , and ruleth , and 
filleth all things, which thon did{t 
create, Andyet we doe not therefore 
fay that thou filleſt all things; as if 
they did conteyne thee, but rather 
fo,as that they be conteyned by thee.

I10 The Meduations 
vnderſtand them not. The inſepa- 
rable vnity therfore of thy nature, 
cannot haue the perſons ſ{eperable, 
becauſe as thou art Trinity inVnity, 
and Vnity in Trinity , ſo thou canſt 
not haue ſeparation of, perſons. 

It is true, that thoſk perſons are 
named ſeunerally ; bur yet then art ſo 
pleaſed to show thy ſclfe, © God, 
thou Trinity, to be inſeperable in 
thy perſons, as that there is noe 
name belonginge to thee in any one 
of them , which may not be referred 
to. another, according to the rules of 
relation. For as the Father to the 
Sonne , and the Sonne to the 
Father ; ſo the Holy Ghoſte 1s moſt 
truely referred, both to the Father & 
Sone. But thoſe names, which ſignify 
thy ſubſtanec, or perſon, or power, of 
Efſence,or any thing which properly 
is.called God, doc equally agree to 
all the perſpns; Asgreat God, Om- 
nipotent ahd eternall God; and all 
thoſe things which: naturally are 
faide of thee, O God. Therefore 
there is nocname, which concernes 

the nature of God, which can fe 


2gree to God the Father, as that it 


of S. Auguſtine, 11 
may not alſoagreeto codthe Sonne, 
as alſoto God the Holy Ghoſte. As 
for cxample, we ſay the Father is 
naturally God”, but ſo is the Sonne 
naturally God ; and ſo allo is the. 
Holy Ghoſte naturally God; and yet 
not three Gods, but natnrally-one 
God, the Father , the Sonne , and 
the Holy Ghoſte : T herfore art thou 
0 Holy Trinity , inſeperable in thy 
perſons , as thou art to be ynder- 
ſtoode by our mind, although thou 
hane ſ{eperable names in worde ; be 
cauſe thou doſt..by no meanes, in- 
durea plurall number, in the names 
belonging to thy nature. For herby 
itis Showed,fthat the perſons cannor 
be deuided in the bleſſed. Trinity, 
which is one true God, becauſe the 
name of any one of the Perſons, 
doth cuer relate to an other of them, 
For if l name the Father, I shewthe 
Sonne ; if I ſpeake.of the 'Sonne , F 
proclame the Father : if 1 ſpeake of 
the Holy Ghoſte, it is neceflarilyts 
be ynderſtoode, that he is the Spiritr 
of ſome other, namely of the Father, 
 andof the Sonne. Now. this it that 

true Faith, which flowes from ſound
